Btr notion is — "What I build an overland 
railway for ten thousand people? Ab-surd! 
Pre-poB-t«r-ou8 1" We always foel indig- 
nant, when we como across a speooh that 
bears this falsehood on its face, to find 
Canadian statesmon who ought to possess 
an iatimato knowledge of ot .tha nopaUiii 
tiaa ni>a aaTaali>K.ea of the remotest quar- 
tera ol their.iibonntry ' displaying such 
orasB ignorance of tha^best part of Cana- 
da, — which, wo say* nnhosilatingly, is 
British Columbia. But, whilo a fooling 
of indignation is oxcitcd by tho ignorance 
of persons east of tho mountains, how 
sball we describe tho sensation that is ex- 
perionded when ono of our own politicians, 
Bseking to make a point against tho local 
Government, adopts the ory of paucity of 
population as an argument against tho 
Constitution Bill. "What! allow thirty- 
throo representatives to 10,000 people. 
Ab-aurdl Prfi-pos-tor-ousl" Thus croak- 
ed Mr. Boavon on last Saturday evening 
at Philharmonio Hall. Ha had been read- 
ing Canadian papers and was quita sure 
that tho population of Britist Columbia 
decs not exceed 10,000 whites. Such be- 
ing tho case 25 reprosentativos nro more 
than sufficient. Now, assuming tho Pro- 
vince to have stood still since 1871— tho 
year of Confederation — Mr. Beaven's 
deduction wonld"hold good. But when wa 
state as an incontrovertible fact that great 
progress has been made in tho past seven 
years; that Victoria ha-j iaoroasod from 
3,D0O to upwards of C.OOO inhabitants; 
that Naliaimo and Cowiohnn have moro 
than doubled their population; that New 
Westminster District justly claims 5,000 
white inhabitants, and that ^ Yalo, and 
liillooefrhave indrensecl in like propbition,' 
it will be Boen how gronndless the assump- 
tion really becomes. The handle the 
reokloss statement of Mr. Beavon will 
giyo to Canadian politicians during the 
approaching Dominion elections is very 
great'. One such foolish and spiteful 
speech as that of Mr. Beaven's will do 
moro harm to the best interests of the 
country than half-a-dozon speeches in 
refutation from our Ottawa members 
would do good. It was a surprisiug in- 
disqration — a supreme attempt to bolitttlo 
the country in the eyes of its own people 
and in the eyes of the Canadian people 
■imply because tho speaker's greed of 
office exceeds his desire to advance tho 
•interests of tho Province. "My country! 
May she always be right! Bat — right or 
wrong— my country!" is a soutiment Mr 
Beaven has not yet laid to heart.

; THE COMMONS. 

. Mr. Bunstor moved for an address to 
Her Majesty, praying the re-appointment 
of His Excellency Earl Dufforin as Gov- 
emor-Qoneral for another term. Mr. Mac- 
kenzie said he fully appreciated tho mo 
tives of the. mover, but ho^ed he would 

' withdraw tho motion as he intended next 
Monday or Tuesday proposing a mo 
tion which : would be expressive, he 
thought, of tho feelings of the 
Souse with reference to His Excellency's 
approaching departure, which they all re 
grotted. The motion of the hon. gentle 

' man was without a precedent. Sir John 
concurred in the request -for tho with- 
drawal of the motion, exprossing pleasuro 
at the announcement that the loader of 
tho House intended proposing an expres 
sioh of opinion on tho occasion ol Lord 
DufTerin's departure, which all would 
regret. The motion wos withdrawn. 
'Mr. Dowdney moved for the correspon- 

. dence which led to the investigation be- 
\ fore Mr. Justice Gray of accusations 
against tho Agent of tho Marino and Fish- 
ery Department in British Columbia. 

Hon. Mr. Smith (Westmoreland) said 
there was no objection to tho motion, but 
the evidence was very voluminous, and 
'oronld require a good deal of time and 
labor to copy. Ho might say that in his 
report Mr. Justice Gray had exonerated 

•.the officer from all blame. 
The motion was carried. 

- THE SENATE. 

' Hon. Mr. Cornwall govo notice that ho 
would on Wednesday next call attention 
to tho implied understanding come to 
with British Columbia in December, 187G, 
that the work of constructing tho Cana- 
dian Paoifio railway in British Columbia 
would begin the next summer, and would 
ask when tho Government intended to 
declare their policy in tho matter. 

- Hon. Mr. Macdonald (Victoria] movod 
for the report of the acting Engineer in 
Chief of tho Pacific railway relating to tho 
Peace Eivor country and tho Pine Eivor 
Pass in the Kooky Mountains. Ho argued 
in favor of the eonstruotion of the Pacific 
railway from Nbrthcote, a point 338 miles 
east of Battloford, through the Pine Eiver 
Pass. It would go through a rich and 
fertile country, and through a pass of a 
much less height than the Yellowhoad 
Pass. Ho road from several reports in 
innport of his contention, and thought 
the Government should have the route ho 
referred to surveyed. 

Hon. Messrs. Cornwall and Carrall 
supported the motion, but deprecated any 
thing that could cause further delay in 
tho construction of the railway in British 
Columbia. 

Hon. Mr. Scott said that eight years 
had now passed since the surveys for the 
Pacifio Kailway had commenced, and if 
thoy had continued for eight years longer 
hH had no doubt there would still be ad- 
vocates for now routes. The report re- 
ferred to had not yet boon considered by 
tho.Governmont. 

The inotion was allowed to stand as a 
notice in order that enquiries might bo 
mado with rqapoct to it.

EUBOi>E. 

LoNBON, April 22.— A St. Petersburg 
correspondent telegraphs that tho princi- 
ple of tho simultaneous withdrawal of 
Bnssiansand English from the immediate 
neighbourhood of Coustantinoplo was ao- 
oeptod in London and St. Petersburg; 
but as soon as its application camo to bo 
disouBsod serious diffioulties arose. Each 
party wos afraid of losing by tho trana- 
aotion. The Russians think if the British 
fleet retires to Besika Bay, they ought to 
withdraw only a dsy's march. Tho Eng- 
lish maintain they ought to withdraw to 
Adrianopla, whioh is 24 hours' railway 
journoy from Constantinople. 

London, April 21. — A Belgrade special 
Bays there is a serious foar that tha Rus- 
sians will attempt to aoiga Periot and 
Ankpalanka. Another disturbing element 
■is the fear that the Porte may tnko advan- 
tage in the absence of foreign forces to 
inereaso the land fortifications or close tho 
Dardanelles according as British or Rus- 
sian influence is predominant, 

The Standard states the reason Admiral 
Hornby's fleet was recently ordered to 
resume sending out tbe guard boats was 
that it wag feared that two Bassian tor- 
pedo boats were larking in the Sea of 
Marmora. 

It appears that both tho English and 
Russian Cabinets aro willing to accept tbo 
principle of a Congress mooting to ex- 
amine changes necessary in existing 
treaties, but England persists in the clear 
and formol'^ight of the principle that all 
great ohahges in thb East, snch as those 
proposed by tha treaty of San Stefano, 
shall constitute a European itnd not 

eroly a Busso-Turkisb question. Bus- 
la's acoaptanoo of this principlo wjll 
roatly depend on the manner in whioh 
t is formulated. Thore may be a secret 
dmiision ,thiit':the -jealous exclusion of 
Suropo frbm''all.'knowlodgo of the nego- 
iations between Russia and Turkey was a 
'grave mistake; but there certainly will bo 
no open avowal to that ofTeot. 

Pabis, April 21.— The Journal des De- 
bats believes tha proposal for a simultane- 
oas withdrawal of Russians and English 
from tha neighborhood of Constantinople 
is merely a Ba>i>*ii attempt to isolate 
England, who will probably reject the 
proposal. ' 

London, April 21. — A telegram • from 
Berlin says it is stated Emperor William 
will abandon bis proposed journey to 
Witbaden in view of tbe possible mfeating 
of tbo Congress at Berlin. 

St. Fbtbbsbubo, April 22.— The Agsnee 
Russe confirms the report that the pro- 
poaition^for simaltaaeous withdrawal of 
the British fleet and Bussian forces from 
the vicinity of Constantinople has been 
aectpted in principle, and adds that tho 
negotiations continue relAtivo to tho with- 
drawal and for a preliminary conference 
to settle tho programme of the Congrass. 

CoNsTANTiNOPLK, April 22.— A report 
that now difficulties havo arison in con- 
nootion with tho mediation of Germany is 
eontradicted. Layard has received infer 
mation that au adjournment for withdrawal 
to Adrianople and Besika Bay is probable. 

Intalligonco in regard to the* military 
situation is less encouraging. A report 
is current that 80,000 Musanlmans, pre- 
sumably in the Balkan districts, have 
armed themselves with cannon and rifles 
left behind.by Saleiman Pasha at the time 
of bis retreat, and attacked the Bnssians. 
It is said tha Bnssians have lost 900 men 
and 13 officers, and have asked for roin- 
forcemanta from Adrianople. Tho Bul- 
garians have attacked eight Mussulmans 
villages and committed great outragoa. 

The Turkish Government baa asked tho 
Bmssian . aatbbrities why their ships ap- 
protohed the . British fleet, Belations 
between Layard and the new Turkish 
Ministry are not cordial. 

Bomb, April 22. — Several journals state 
that Italy has received and accepted an 
invitation to tho conforenco. Tho Greek 
Envoy has arrived hero. It is reported 
that he is. charged .to obtain- a-promise 
from Italy to endeavor to secure the ad-, 
mission of Greece to the Gongress.on tho' 
same footing as the signatories of the 
Treaty of Paris.

Polish Doctors Haikged by RnsBians. 

Tho'story of tho four Polish doctors 
who' were hanged by the. Russians at 
Sophia is given with fullpartioularB in 
the "Neues Wiener Tagblaitf'bf iha 

24th of February. 

The Turks loft tbo town oa thn ep. 
proach of the Busaians in such hasto 
that they bad no, time to remove their 
wounded; these rdmaihed in tho mili- 
tary hospitols ..ucder tho care of five 
doctors, -who "trusted in the Geneva 
Convention to protect them. All the 
doctors referred to wero Polos, but 
four of thorn wore Austrian subjects, 
and none of them ■ had taken up. arms 
against Russia. They formed part of 
tho sanitary department of the Turkish 
regular army, and had been permitted 
to serve in it by their reepectivo gov- 
ornments. Three of tbem, doctors of 
the Cracow University, were at once 
thrown into prison. .■ " - 

Tbo fourth. Dr. Gebhard, was sup- 
posod from bis name to be a Gorman, 
and bo was omployod for a few days as 
Burgeon to tho Russian wounded; but 
soon after the Russians discovered that 
he also was a Polo, and he was ac- 
cordingly sent into prison with his 
comrades. In vain did he prove that 
he was an Austrian subject, that his 
elder brother was Secretary to the 
Supreme Court of Justice at Vienna, 
and that he could not have taken part 
in tho Polish insurrection of 1863, as 
he was then only 13 years eld.. 'Ha 
and his three colleagues woro'ti^en to 
a public square "in Sophia and thore 
hanged. 

The fifth doctor, M. Ozerwinski, for- 
tunately poBsessed anEnglish passport, 
and this saved his life, the British 
Consul having interfered energetioally 
on his behalf.
